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O.L.A. CONSTITUTION 


So much time hes passed since the membership voted 
amendmetits to our Constitution, it may be in order to give a 
brief resuiue of the principal changes. 


Under the amended Constitution, the officers shell 
consist of a President, a Vice-President who shall be Presi- 
dent-Elect, snd a Secretary-Tressurer (all elected by ballot 
at the annual meeting) and the Executive Boerd shall consist 
of the officers, together with the Pest President, end five 
members at large chosen by the Committee on Nominations. In 
the Boerd there shall, so far as possible, be representxtion 
of the whole membership, including Sections, and groups and 
tyoes of library work not formselly organized. 


Another important change is in the article of the 
By-Laws concerning dues. Dues for active members are now 
$1.50 per year. Section dues are additional, and payable 
at the same time as 0.L.4. dues. Delinquent members are to 
be notified of their delinquency, end members in arrears for 
more tian six months dropped fron the membership roli. 


SPECIAL TRAIN CANCELLED 


Only thirty-one persons indicated any desire to go 
to Grand Rapids by special train. Since this number is 
well short of the number required, special train accommoda- 
tions had to be cancelled. 





A NEW SECTION 


Seveaty-seven Ohio Librerians have petitioned for 
a new Section of the 0.L.4., tentatively to be «nown as the 
County Libruriens section.

FILMSTRIPS 


Life wezazire announces a new educational service 
beginning in the fall of 1949. In October the editors ere 
issuing tae first of « series of filmstrips in color, based 
on researcnes for Life's history of Western culture, and on 
other major essays in science and social history. 


These filmstrips sre designed as visual aids to 
educators but they are also created with a "non-educational" 
audience in mind. They therefore can be viewed by church 
groups and both museum and library visitors with pleasure. 
Three of the first filmstrips to be released this fall are 
The iddle Ages, Heritage of the isnya, and Giotto's Frescoes 
of the Life of Christ, from the Arena Chepel in Padua. For 
these, the resources of Americun Collections of art heve 
been called upon as well as the magazine's own documentation 
of Europe#n collections, and the result is a brilliant syn- 
thesis of visual material which is not only colorful to the 
highest degree but scholarly as well. 


A fourth filistrip, The Atom, also in color, will 
be released at the same time. The Atom is besed on the 
article by that name which appesred in Life lust spring, «nd 
like the «article, was prepered in collaboration with Profes- 
sor William Havens of the physics department of Columbia 
University.
